Mr. Free- 
born is co-operating with the prev- 
inclal department represergatives in 
helping to purchase H © young 
pigs and assist in the organisation 
work. 

@pring litters of pigs in Western 
Cnnada are strong and thrifty at birth 
in Most sections, athough a few cases 
are reported of weak litters and heavy 
losses. On the average the number 
of pigs raised per litter will be high. 
Lambs @re also coming etrong and 
some excellent lambing returna ere 
reported, 150 to 160 per cent. deing 
reported quite frequently. Very ifttle 
mearing s been done in Western 
Canade as yet. Geeding is reported 
to be general throughout the mart- 
time provinces with pastures coming 
forward rapidly. 

Lambs pked And Castrated. 

In Ontario, twenty carloads of 
lambs have already been docked and 
cattiraied by representatives of the 
Dominion live stock branch. The 
Gocking and castrating of carloade 
of lambs in districts for co-operative 
shipment this fail appears to be very 
popular and repeated requests are 
coming forward for this line of work. 
Several representatives have gone 
@head with the work themselves and 
have weveral carioads prepared or 
market. Many fiocks in \Bruce and 
Grey counties, are sali to be badly 
infected with lice and ticks, and farm- 
ers are anxious for dipping demon- 
strations expressing a desire to in- 
stall a co-operative dipping ‘outfit. 
Wool Warehouse at Smith's Falls, Ont. 

In Eastern Ontario the . Ontario 
Sheep Breeders’ association have de- 
eided to open up a wool warehouse 
at Smith's Falls from June ist to 
July 36th. Mr. Thompson haa held 
some very successful demonstrations 
in Renfew county. Mr, McLaurin has 
just returned from a trip to Boston 
and reports that plenty of efficient 
wool graders are available this year. 
An attempt is being made to secure as 
many capable men in Canada as pos- 
stble. >} 

In Quebec there is a big demand 
for demonstration work and one or 
more carloads of jambe are being 
trimmed in as many counties as can 
be covered. 

Some thirty thousand pounds of 
wool have been graded at Guelph to 
Gate and is being shipped to the Unit- 
ed States as quickly as carlota are 
made up. Prices for coarse and low 
combing have eased off @ iittle and 
although 16 cents ie¢@ Mil being 
asked for coarse the trade does not 
seem prepared to pay more than 13 
eents. Local buying of ungraded 
wool in the country has commenced 
at prices ranging all the way from 
8 cents to 15 cents per Ib.

In the conduct of the Junior Red Cross, the children of the prairies-are bearing aloft a torch 
which is shedding a bright ray through the gloom that surrounds the lives of other helpless 
and suffering children, and reflecting in their own lives the joy and happiness which their 
work is bringing to others. 


In Saskatchewan and Alberta, Red Cross Juniors have set 
about accomplishing one particular good with their pennies. 
They are striving to seek out and help every suffering cripple, 
blind or diseased child whgse parents cannot afford specialized 
treatment it needs. Since the work-of providing for the needs 
of these suffering little children was commenced, just a little 
over a year ago, treatment has been provided for several 
hundreds of such cases, with some splendid records of remark- 
able cures effected. 


The annual membership fee for Juniors, of 25c, goes entirely 
to this work. Not one cent of Junior Red Cross money is 
used for administration, organization or propaganda, all this 
expense being borne out of the general funds of the Red Cross, | 
The Junior Red Cross as a definite organization is only a few 
months more than one year old. Six months ago there were 
only about 250 Junior Red Cross branches in the prairie west. 
To-day, in Alberta and Saskatchewan there are Six hundred 
and eighty-one regularly organized Junior Societies, with over 
Sixteen thousand mem- . 
bers. Within another 
couple of years it is prob- 
able that nearly every 
child in every school will 
be an active member in its 
Junior Red Cross branch.
